A- 100 pound 
man would have to consume 
approximately 7 ounces of 
100 proof whisky or 7 "beers 
in one hour to make the 
grade as a legal drunk. Ex- 
perts say an average sized 
man can consume 1 ounce of 
liquor or one beer every hour 
for the rest of. his life and 
never become legally intoxi- 
cated.

THAT TURKEY DINNER 
COULD CAUSE TROUBLE 

-Thanksgiving time is tur 
key time, 

Turkey can afford a tlell- 
clous feast if It's prepared 
properly. But. If it's not, 
the bird could cause real 
trouble. 

You .see, turkeys some- 
times contain a bacteria call- 
ed Salmonella which— if not 
destroyed in the cooking 
proccs.s— can 'cause severe 
distress. 

. Such symptoms as abdom- 
inal pain, diarrhea, fever, 
nausea and vomiting can ap- 
pear anywhere from six to 
48 hours after eating tur- 
key infected with this bac- 
teria. And, although the.se 
symptoms usually ■ disappear 
af ter 72 hours, .i ^ctiin can 
'|WBfrtlic~lnfccltntT-oirfo-ofh' 
crs for weeks after. 

No one is intmune to Sal- 
monella infection. While it 
can strike every meJiibcr of 
the family, however, chil- 
dren and older people are 
particularly vulnerable. 

To avoid Salmonella pois- 
oning . this Thanksgiving, 
take these iuecautions: 

" Cook the giblets BK- 
PORE putting them in the 
turkey dressing. . If bacteria 
is present in the giblets, it 
may not be destroyed dur- 
Ittg the roasting process. In 
fact, it could rapidly multi- 
ply- 

* Don't dress your bird 
early and refrigerate it over- 
night. ' Chilling to preserve 
the dressed turkey only com-, 
plicatcs the problem of bac- 
terial growth' during the bak- 
ing process.' _ '_■■■: ^ '■ - 

■* Wlicn you pack the stuff- 
ing in the turkey, pack it 
lightly. This wjiy. you'll al- 
low more room for heat to 
penetrate and cook your bird 
more thoroughly. 

* Refrigerate leftovers as 
soon as possible after dinner.

The legal process involved 
In adoplion'of a child now is 
easier and lakes les.s time 
tlinn ever, the Illinois Stale 
Bar Association slates in n 
revised pamphlol entiled 
"Adoption — A Family Mailer 
of Loeal Importance." 

Accortliny to the ISBA; Illi- 
nois adoption Jaws encourane 
early placemo'nl of the child 
witli. the adopUiifi ' parents. 
In .some cases, the Associa- 
tion states, the Court may 
lake jurisdiction of the child 
within iiour.s aflor birlb, an 
ariangemcnl whicli permits 
the adopting parents to re- 
ceive 11)0 child direclly from 
the hospital nursery. 

Here are. .some of I lie 
points the ISBA makes in the 
pamphlet: 

i. There i nso single 
source of children for adop- 
tion. A child may he ob- 
tained, directly from the na- 
itiiral parents or legal guard- 
ian. However, the— most 
common source for securing 
a child is through a licensed 
public or private agency 
autliorized-to -place-chiUlren- 
I'or adoption. 

2. No agency will attempt 
to place a child for adoption 
until' he is legally available 
for adoption and tl\e natural 
parents have fully surronddr- 
cd the child and tlieir rights 
to the child to the agency. 

•3. A licensed adoption 
agency requires that a child 
live with the adopting par- 
ents for a short period to lest 
the new relationship. If all 
goes weH, the child becomes | 
available for adoption: ' '\ 

4, Any minor cliltd inayi 
be -fldopled but if. the cliild.j 
Is 14 years. of. age or oldOr 
he must agree to it. Under, 
Illinois law, an adult" may be

.5. It is sometimes advis- 
able for adopting parents to' 
consider the adoption of an 
Ider child. And becau.see of 
the lesser demand for them, 
older children are more 
readily available for adop- 
tion than are infant children.

More Pheasants, 
State Biologists 
Find In Survey 

Hunters who went into llie field 
in east-central Illlnol's for the open- 
ing of the pheasant season Friday 
were expected to find a few more 
pheasants than in 1065, according 
to biologists of the Illinois Natural 
History Survey and the Illinois De- 
partment of Conservation. 

They estimate a 10 per cent in 
crease ""in ' tire number of cock 
pheasants available In hunters on 
the 36-squarc-milc study area in 
Ford and McLean Counties.^ 

Each year wild pheasants arc 
captured and marked with' leg 
bands and colored plastic backtags 
in order to study their behavior. 
Hunters are requested to return 
any tags and bands to Pheasant 
Research, Illinois Natural History 
Survey, Urbana, along with the 
date and location where the bird 
was killed- or found. ■ —
